election, agd in this county (township or 
ward, as the case may be) thirty days; and 
that you have not voted this day ?” 

And in case the person offering to vote 
produce a certified transcript of the reeords 
of a court of competent jurisdiction, admit- 
ting him to citizenship, duly attested by the 
clerk thereof, as evidence of his right to vote, 
and the person so producing the same is un- 
known to the Board of Judges, he shall 
make oath that he is the- person therein 
named. 

Sec. 4. Ifany person challenged as’ un- 
qualified, shall be guilty of willful and cor- _ 
rupt swearing or affirming in taking an oath 
or affirmation prescribed by this Act, such 
person shall be adjudged guilty of willful 
and corrupt perjury. 

Sec. 5. Every person who shall willfully 
and corruptly procure any person to swear 
or affirm reve aforesaid, shall be ad- 
judged guilty of subordination or, perjury, 

all upon conviction thereof, suffer the 
punishment directed by law in cases of will- 
ul and corrupt perjury. 

Sec. 6. Every person who shall procure, 
aid, assist, counsel, or advise another to give 
or offer his vote at any ‘general or special 
election? knowing that the person: is not du- 
ly quaiified to vote, shall, on conviction, be 
adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, rin pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprisohfment 
not less than two nor more than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment as 
the Court may direct.  « 

Src. 7. The Board-of Judges of Election 
shall keep a minute of their proceedings in 
respect to the challenging and admini 
of oaths to persons offering to vote, in whic 
shall be entered by one of them the name of 
every. person who shall have taken the oaths. 
perscribed by this Act, or either of them, 
specifying in each case whether preliminary 
oath, or general oath, or both, taken ; 
which minutes and statements shall be certi- 
fied by the Inspector, and returned by hini 
to the office at which the returns of votes ‘ 
given at such election are made, and the 
minutes so returned shall be filed in the of- 
fice. aforesaid.

“enue law was amended, and among other | 
things a provision was added for the collec- 
tion of licens:3 from miners. As there. ab- 
pears to be considerable , misunderstanding 
in regard:to the matter, we give the law 
providing forthe payment of such license, 
which reads as follows: 

Miners shall pay for each and every li- |

erals, not having taken out a license as a | 
manyfacturer, and no other, shall be regard- 
ed as a miner under this act. © Provided, |

nually one thousand dollars. '
